‘HE household stores give frequent proof 
of the increasing supply of really 
efficient household appliances which are 


being manufactured to-day. 

Housewifery is at last being recognised as 
an industry, and as such worthy of up-to- 
date equipment and tools. One of the most 
all-round new devices is a lamp which 

enerates its own gas when filled with oil. 

is lamp gives an intense heat, can 
used for cooking purposes, with or without a 
want we with a mantle for lighting 
with a copper bowl reflector as & 
rediator. This lamp is most economical in 
use and a real boon in the household. 

A supply of hot water whenever desired is 
a problem in the kitchen where the range is 

not used every day, and a new gas water | c 
heater. which supplies absolutely boiling 
water in seventeen seconds after the gas tap 
js turned on, is a very welcome appliance. 
The consumption of gas is very low in spite 
of the rapidity with which the water is 
heated. 

This appliance can be‘placed over the sink, 
and in many cases will supply the bath as 
well, This depends on the construction of the 
house. 

A eombined shoe-cleaning cabinet and stool 
renders a usually disagreeable task a much 
more congenias one. When .the lid of the 
stool is opened it reveals the brushes, pads,

“ TO LET FURNISHED.’’

OST people at some period of their 
M lives have had some experience of 
taking a furnished house, and know 
well the difficulties and annoyance which it 
involves. The very stretchy and unsteady 
furniture of a house at the seaside, the un- 
easy nights spent on unteased mattresses, 
the excitement of making the cups and 
saucers go round when a few friends turn 
in to tea, and then the wonderful values 
placed on any articles which one has the 
misfortune to break—these are things that 
are not easily forgotten. 

But not so many have had the e 
of handing over their really comfort 
well-appointed homes to strangers. 
hints on this subject may be useful. 

My first word of advice would be “don't. 
if you can possibly avoid it; but if it must be 
done it is well to be prepared. Every tenant 
nas his own peculiar powers of damage, and 
he must try to picture these beforehand. 

Endeavour to avoid a large family, as the 
wear and tear is enormous. It is well to 
know the number and ages of children. 

Though a lover of dogs myself, alas! IT 
must debar them, as tenants cannot be relied 
upon to restrict them to the garden, and 
rugs and carpets suffer severely in conse. 
quence. Sensible people taking your’ house 
would ask you to put away valuable china or 
ornaments. Have these packed in cases at a 
cost of a few shillings, and you will save 
many pounds and much worry. If you possess 
| valuable books, unless you lock your book. 
case securely it is best to put them away. 
| But ‘leave some attractive light literature for 
' wet days. 

It is permitted to keep one room for a lock- 
up. Choose a small and unattractive one if 
possible. In this store clothes and cases. 
Then have the lock sealed. An inventory 
costs from £2 to £3, but it is worth it, and 
more satisfactory for the incoming tenant. 
lí you do not care to have this done, make 
a duplicate list yourself of china, kitchen 
utensils, blankets, etc., and note the existing 
cracks in windows. 

Never enter into any agreement for your 
house except through a house agent or 
solicitor, who will arrange for the payment 
of portion of the rent in advance and collect 
the remainder for you each month. \ 

Having thus defended your own interests, 
turn your attention to making your tenants 
as comfortable as possible. See that every. 
thing in the house is set in order—bells, 
mena I cords, etc., repaired ; chimneys swept 
Fresh blankets, quilts and curtains—all to be 
returned to you_in same condition, 

Leave fires lighting in kitchen and sitting- 
room to greet the tenants on arrival. Arrange 
fresh flowers and do everything to facilitate 
the settling down of the new occupants, 
Having done all this, shut your hall door and 
try to forget all about your house and belong: 
ings until the period of letting is over.

Freights and Railways. 


Irish farmers and shippers are alarmed, 
with very good reason, by the steadily 
increasing freight charges on the transport 
of cattle and all agricultural produce from 
this country to Great Britain. An admir- 
able analysis of the nature and effects of 
the present charges was made by the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Edward McArdle, at the special 
meeting of the Drogheda Chamber of 
Commerce which we reported yesterday. 
The recent increase of 3s. 3d. per head on 
cattle brings the former rate up to 20s. 3d. 
This is for a distance of little more than 
one hundred miles of Irish Sea, whereas the 
freight from Canada to. England is about 
ós. Sd. per head for one hundred miles 
of Atlantic Ocean. There is an even 
greater disparity in the respective freights 
on bacon. Butter is carried from 
Australia to Liverpool for 1s. 74 per ton 
per hundred miles, while the correspond- 
ing charge between Drogheda and Liver- 
pool is 353s. lijd. It was, we think, 
the Duke of Wellington who wished, 
in a petulant mood, that Ireland 
could be shifted a thousand miles West- 
ward; and, economically, these crush- 
ing charges are achieving the Iron 
Duke’s desire. They are depriving us of 
most of the benefit of our geographical 
proximity to our greatest market. Not 
only Canada and Australia, but Denmark, 
our most dangerous competitor, are able 
to ship their goods more cheaply, and, 
therefore, to sell them at better profit in 
Liverpool and London. Nothing that Mr. 
Hogan’s bills may do to improve the 
quality of our exports can hope to over- 
come this handicap. 

If the danger is to be met, we must 
recognise facts. Our Chambers of Com- 
merce and traders’ and farmers’ unions 
do not, and cannot, control the 
situation. At the Drogheda meeting Mr. 
Elcock stated the basic fact, but drew a 
wrong inference from it. He said that the 
vital machinery of cross-Channel transport 
was in the hands of the big railway com- 
} panies of England. This is the plain 
truth, but when Mr. Elcock invited the 
Free State Government to put down its 
| foot and to impose its will on these great 
companies he invited it to undertake a 
hopeless task. The Irish interests of such 
railways as the London, Midland and 
Scottish Company and the Great Western 
Company are, of course, large, but are in- 
considerable as compared with the vast 
ramifications of their interests in Great 
Britain. These companies can afford to be 
absolutely independent of any traffic with 
Ireland and to defy any hostile action 
that the Government of either the Free 
State or of Northern Ireland may choose 
to take against them. On the other hand, 
if such action is taken, they have 
immense resources of retaliation. They 
are, in effect, and must continue to be, 
Ireland’s essential means of economic con- 
tact with her chief—indeed, her only—

We hope sincerely that a friendly solution 
of that trouble may be found; and our 
hope goes much further. We agree with 
Mr. Elcock that the Free State Govern- 
ment ought to tackle the question of 
freight charges on cross-Channel traffic ; 
but a mere trial of strength between the 
Government and the English companies 
might have disastrous consequences for Ire- 
land. We have not the slightest doubt 
that these companies will be ready to 
take up the whole matter with the Govern- 
ment if they are approached in the right 
fashion, They must be approached not as 
actual or potential enemies, but as 
friends. Our Ministers must recognise that 
these huge organisations have big stakes 
in the country, and must be willing to give 
practical effect to that recognition. The 
new railway scheme is, for good or evil, 
an accomplished thing, which cannot be 
undone; but it is capable of adjustments 
and developments that would deprive it of 
its aspect of blank denial of the existence 
of any English railway interest in Ireland. 
As a matter of strict business, the present 
absence of any executive liaison between 
the railway systems of the Free State and 
of Great Britain is absurd. We believe 
that, if the Free State Government will 
approach the English companies in this 
spirit, negotiations will become possible 
which may result in a most valuable 
lightening of the existing burdens on our 
export trade. In no other direction do we 
see the smallest prospect of relief. 


Free State Fisheries. 


We print to-day an official report which 
has been issued by the Minister for 
Fisheries on the results of his recent tour 
around the Free State coast. Mr. Lynch 
visited all the chief fishing centres ci 
Waterford, Cork, Kerry, Galway, Mayo 
and Donegal; and his remarks seem to 
indicate that, while the Free State fishing 
industry has almost unlimited possi- 
bilities, lack of funds and enterprise have 
reduced it to a fairly parlous condition. 
In all the poorer districts the same story 
is told. The fishermen have had four bad 
seasons and are heavily in debt. Those of 
them who purchased large motor boats or 
steam drifters are unable in many cases 
either to equip their craft or to provide 
them with suitable crews, with the result 
that in several places Mr. Lynch found 
motor boats and trawlers lying derelict, 
while their owners were plying their trade 
in small rowing boats. In one or two dis- 
tricts, notably in Downings, County 
Donegal, Mr. Lynch saw signs oí local 
enterprise and an anxiety to develop the 
fishing industry; but, on the whole, the 
Free State fishermen seem to have 
inherited one of our oldest national vices. 
They expect the Government to help them, 
but they are not prepared to help them- 
selves. We agree with the Minister that 
the sum of £5,000 which was earmarked 
for the fisheries was totally inadequate. 
The fishing industry ought to be second 
only to agriculture in importance, and if 
it were developed in a scientific manner, it 
would become a most valuable source of 
Mr. Lynch says that 


that this sum ought to be forthcoming at 
the earliest possible moment. Nothing 
could be more foolish, however, than a 
bromiscuous ladling out of grants. Money 
hould be given only to those fishermen 
wao have energy and enterprise, and are 
prepared to follow the shoals out te sea, 
instead of loafing about within easy reach 
df the shore and the nearest public-house. 
Iuaziness must be eliminated from the Free 
State fisheries; otherwise they will con- 
tinue to languish in subsidised futility.

by French and other trawlers which poach 
auite openly along the Western coast; 
and the solitary ‘cruiser,’ Muirchu— 
formerly the Helga—is utterly unable to 
police our shores. An energetic policy is 
esgential. Money must be spent on the 
fisheries, but it must be spent wisely. 
There are millions of excellent fish to be 
caught. The task of the Ministry is first 
to jcatch them and then to have them 
handled and packed in a properly scien- 
tifig way. If he really is determined to 
develop the fisheries, Mr. Lynch deserves 
the support of the whole nation. The 
country is badly in need of some construc- 
tive work, and the fishing industry offers 
a wonderful opportunity to a man of 
initiative and vision.

The Spanish Directory. 


Last Saturday was the anniversary of 
the birth of the Directory in Spain; but, 
owing to the serious nature of the posi- 
tion in Morocco, the day was allowed to 
pass without honour. The military censors 
deleted any candid comments from the 
pages of the newspapers which are not 
favourably disposed towards the Govern- 
ment. ‘Ihe Marquis de Estella has 
ordered the anniversary celebrations to be 
deferred until January 1st, by which dato, 
he declares, the Moroccan problem will 
have been solved. He made a like promise 
in July on the eve of his departure to 
Africa ; But the hopes that were raised by 
his pronouncement on that occasion have 
remained unfulfilled. Now the position is 
worse than at any other time since the 
Directory assumed control, and popular 
confidence in the Government is waning. 
The Marquis de Estella continues to 
promise, but the public looks for some 
more definite evidence of the efficacy of the 
new régime. After a whole year of un- 
disputed leadership the Directory is no 
nearer to a solution of its most trouble- 
some problem. “The burden of the 
Spanish nation,” writes the Madrid Cor- 
respondent of The Times, “is not. much 
lighter after a year under the Directory.” 
The life-and-death struggle in Morocco has 
committed Spain to an expenditure that 
leaves no hope of a balanced Budget, and 
the deficit which has paralysed economic 
development for a decade seems certain to. 
continue. In a recent manifesto the 
Dictator. admits that his Government has 
failed up to the present to solve two 
fundamental problems—the establishment 
of peace in Morocco and the evolution of a 
political organ to replace the present tem- 
porary expedient. ' War must be carried 
on,” he adds, “until the enemy is de- 
feated.’’ It is evidence of his own deter- 
mination that he has gone to the Front, 
where he will remain so long as his

presence is required. 


The Milk Dispute. 


The dispute between the farmers and 
uairymen in England about the price of 
milk has been settled. The distributors 
were anxious to cheapen the retail price 
of milk, and, with this object, they sug- 
gested that the wholesale price should be 
reduced by twopence a gallon. This sug- 
gestion was resisted strenuously by the 
producers, who pointed out that the rise 
in the cost of feeding, and the probability 
of an increase in the cost of labour, would 
not allow them to supply milk at a lower 
price. Their firm attitude prevailed, and 
the wholesale price remains unaltered, save 
for a slight reduction in the percentage 
of the basic quantity of winter milk, 
which is paid for on a higher scale. The 
consumers now can hope for no important 
reduction in the retail price; but the 
settlement of the dispute leaves them with 
some cause for thankfulness. The milk 
supply, at any rate, is assured, and the 
system of collective bargaining, which 
benefits all classes, remains in operation. 
It is doubtful whether the farmers are in 
a position to evolve a scheme for co-opera- 
tive selling without the aid of the middle- 
man. If this were possible, the price 
might be reduced to a substantial extent. 
In Dehmark, where the co-operative 
system is universal, the public pays three- 
pence a quart less for milk than in Eng- 
land ; but at present the English farmers 
lack the necessary organisation to supply 
their produce direct to the consumers. 
The recent dispute is interesting, because 
it has raised the question of eliminating 
the middlemen, and, perhaps, in course 
of time steps will be taken towards this 
end. In the meanwhile the fate of the 
consumers rests with the Dairymen’s 
Federation, which will meet next week to 
settle the winter price.

LORD HARRIS ON THE 


LESSONS OF THE GAME. 


Speaking at a dinner which the Lord 
Mayor of London gave last night at 
the Mansion House to the South 
African cricket team, Lord Harris, after 
reviewing the history of such _ tours 
from the time of individual enterprises 
to the organised and representative .basis of 
the present, said that the cricketers of the 
world formed a great Republic, in which 
eminence could only be secured by excellence, 
If he was to win the highest distinction 
itself, simply a badge on his cap, the aspirant 
had to fight his way up by his own 
determination. Cricketers were something 


i more than mere participants in a game; they 


were the Ministers of a high moral and 
educational medium. For a cricketer to 
succeed, self must be sacrificed and selfish- 
ness exorcised. His great aim must be to 
bring credit to his side, he must ba constant, 
so as to be always capable of putting forth 
extreme effort, and he must * extremely 
patient; for he knew how, in the delightful 
uncertainties of the game, the slightest im- 
patience might be followed by dire disaster 
to his side. 

Another lesson to be learned from cricket 
was the acquirement of manners. The 
abusive or disobedient cricketer soon found 
that his fellow-citizens in that great Republic 
could dispense with his services. It had 
often been rumoured that all was not right 
with cricket, but such were its merits that

Little news could be Im to-day 
concerning the meeting of the Northern 
Ireland Cabinet at Sir James Craig’s 
home at Streatley to-morrow.

Baldwin is jue to address the Conference 
on October 3rd, but it is improbable that 
he will be able to fulfil the engagement, 
since the House of Commons almost 
certainly will be sitting. It is unlikely 
that the Conference will be postponed in 
view of the importance attached to it as a 
meeting place for Conservative workers 
throughout the country. 


An Impressive Tribute. 


Nine nations paid a tribute of respect 
to the British dead in Whitehall this 
morning, when the delegates to the 
F.1.D.A.C., or Allied Ex-Service Men's 
Conference, gathered at the Cenotaph and 
‘stood in silence for two minutes. There 
were about eighty delegates, and the 
majority were men who had lost a limb 
in the war, the French delegation being 
composed almost entirely of cripples. 
Al gathered round as M. Charles 
Bertrand, Deputy for the Seine and 
President of the National Union of 
French Ex-Servicemen, advanced and 
placed an enormous. wreath of laurels, 
palms and roses, inscribed '“ To the 
memory of the glorious dead of the British 
forces from FID.A.C.” France, Italy, 
Belgium, Rumania, Poland, Yugo-Slavia, 
'Czecho-Slovakia, the United States and 
Great Britain were all represented in the 
gathering. Mr. Pielou, M.P., Vice-Chair- 
man of the British Legion, was on 
crutches. The scene was most impressive ; 
for the traffic stop when it was realised 
what was taking place, and the pedestrians 
stood still, bareheaded as though it were 
Armistice Day. The delegates after this 
affecting scene proceeded to the Hall of 
the London County Council, where the 
Conference is taking place.

Mr. Lloyd George, when told 
of the statement to-day, said that he had 
ithe highest authority for saying that “ the 
leader of the Liberal Party fully approves 
of the action taken by me after consulta- 
tion with my colleagues on the floor of the 
House of Commons, and subsequently in 
the country.’’ It seems that it is quite 
time that Mr. Asquith should make his 
opinion clear on this matter. Otherwise, 
the Liberal Party will be even more 
divided over the Treaty than it is at 
present, 


The Coal Crisis.

In the circumstances, it may 
be expected that the autumn sittings will 
not be prolonged, since the Government 
will avoid giving the Opposition a chance 
of defeating it on any important point. 
The time is coming when Mr. Macdonald 
will show that he intends to remain in 
office until he chooses to give it up. Mr. 
Asquith put him into power very easily, 
but he is going to find it very difficult, 
indeed, to put him out. 


Mr. Bonar Law. 


It is expected that the Prime Minister, 
soon after the reassembling of Parlia- 
ment, will be invited to make a statement 
as to the intentions of the Government 
concerning a memorial to the late Mr. 
Bonar Law. It seems to have been de- 
cided that the memorial shall be placed in 
the precincts of the House of Commons, 
since the congested condition of West- 
minster Abbey will not permit of a satis- 
factory memorial in the neighbourhood of 
Mr. Law’s tomb. 


A Rocket Plane. 


The rocket plane is shortly to be made 
the subject of experiments, to see whether 
an aeroplane, which has neither engine 
nor propellor in the ordinary sense, can 
be made of service. The motive power is 

enerated in the cabin of the machine 
itself, the apparatus producing gas under 
pressure in a combustion chamber, and 
then ejecting it at the rear of the machine 
by a nozzle. A reaction is thus set up, 
which. it is claimed, will drive the plane 
at a much tage speed than can be 
obtained by the ordinary type of motor. 
One of the difficulties, however, is the 
launching of the plane, and another the 
landing. These difficulties will have to be 
overcome before the machine is of 
practical utility. 


Coloured Fiims.

NO ALTERATION. 


COMMISSION MUST DO ITS 
WORK. 


Mr. Kevin O’Higgins has sent the following 
totter to Alderman J- Bonner of Derry, who 
‘forwarded to him a resolution that was passed 
at a meeting of the Nationalists of Derry City 
and the Counties of Tyrone and Fermanagh on 
the 11th inst :— 

“The resolution calls for the immediate 
constitution of the Boundary Commission In 
f.lflment of the proviso which attaches to 
hrticle 12 of the Treaty, which forms the 
hasis of Anglo-Irish relations. You can take 

that. the Executive Council of the Free 
State is in entire agreement with your view, 
shat since the alternative offered by Article 14 
of the Treaty was rejected by the Northern 
Government and Parliament, and since, in 
accordance with Article 12, the petition for a 
conditional permission to secede from the Irish 
Free State system was presented, there 1s no 
alternative now but to proceed to ascertain 
what area is, in fact, entitled to such seces 
eon on the basis of the wishes of its inhabi- 
tants. corrected, where necessary, by economic 


and geographic considerations. 


PRESS CAMPAIGN. 


‘In common with those on whose behalf 
vou write, the Executive Council deplores the 
efforts of a section of the British Press and 
certain prominent British politicians to mis- 
lead the British public as to the exact nature 
of the agreement which was entered into in 
December, 1921. ’ 

“A year before, in a purely arbitrary 
manner, and without the vote of a single 
representative from Ireland, North or South, 
six counties of Ulster were carved out from 
our body politic, and in defiance of geographic 
facts christened ‘ Northern Ireland.’ There 
was no preliminary examination. A Local 
Government authority, contemplating the ex- 
tension of a city’s boundaries, would, no 
doubt, set up a commission to weigh the 
pros and cons of administrative expediency. 
But this mutilation of a nation was carried 
into effect on no other basis than that 
the proposal seemed to embody what was 
most satisfactory to Sir James Craig and his 
political associates. Thousands of Nationalist 
electors were to be bulldosed into the accept- 
anced of a jurisdiction which they disliked, 
and from which they could expect no fair or 
impartial treatment- 

“ That, was the position which confronted 
the negotiators in December, 1921, and the 
Treaty Articles bearing on this North-Eastern 
position must be read with due advertence to 
the antecedents of the situation. Arthur 
Grifith and Michael Collins and their asso- 
ciates agreed that we could not resort to force 
to bring within the Irish Free State system 
areas whose inhabitants predominantly desired 
to be excluded. This nation had seen too 
much of the evils of government without the 
consent of the governed to have any wish to 
be placed in a position of forcing its rule 
upon a reluctant and homogeneous minority. 


PRINCIPLE ACCEPTED. 


“The principle was, therefore, accepted 
that if the Northern Parliament persevered 
in rejecting the alternative offered in Article 
14 of retaining its area intact and all the 
substantial powers of local autonomy con- 
ferred by the Act of 1920, and accepting the 
same relationship with the Free State Parlia- 
ment as had hitherto existed with West- 
minster, then the right to secession from the 
lrish Free State system would be conceded, 
conditional upon an examination by a 
tripartite commission of the area defined by 
the 1920 Act as Northern Ireland, with a view 
to ascertaining how much of that area was, in 
fact, entitled to such exclusion by reason of 
its containing a predominance of inhabitants 
to whom the jurisdiction of the Free State 
Government would be distasteful. 

‘Such a commission, after long delay, is 
now about to be constituted. Within the last 
two years the Northern Government, so far 
from attracting the Nationalist minority 
within its jurisdiction by an even and im- 
partial administration, seem to have set out 
as a matter of deliberate policy to reduce it 
0 a position of political impotence reminiscent 
of feudal times, and one can well understand 
the impatience and anxiety with which the 
residents of areas which are entitled, on the 
basis of the wishes of the inhabitants, to in- 
clusion in the Free State system await fulfil- 
ment of the proviso to Article 12. 

“ Nationally, we regard, and must always 
regard, partition as an evil. We regard it, 
however, as a lesser evil than methods of 
compulsion to effect political union with areas 
whose inhabitants are predominantly adverse 
to it. But if there is to be partition, be its 
period long or short, it must be a partition 
in defence of which it can be said that the 
inhabitants themselves have drawn the 
boundaries by recording their choice of 
jurisdictions. 


ULTIMATE UNITY. 


» “No sane person can doubt the ultimate 
unity of Ireland. Facts, geographic, historic 
and economic, cannot be indefinitely 
flouted. The battle which is being fought 
by die-hardism both here and in Eng- 
Jand is essentially a rearguard action. Time 
will play its healing part, and differences and 
asperities which have their roets in that past 
in which Ireland was a pawn in the game of 
British party politics must inevitably dis- 
appear with the disappearance of the cause. 
The boys and girls growing to manhood and 
womanhood in the north-east to-day will not 
grow up with that warped, distorted outlook 
and that perverted allegiance which their 
fathers and mothers had acquired. The 
political unity of Ireland will come when a 
normal healthy mentality regains sway in an 
area into which bigotry and fanaticism have 
been injected for political purposes. 

‘Pending that development we regard it as 
our trust to see that, just as force is not being 
used to keep within our State areas whose 
inhabitants dislike its jurisdiction, so areas 
whose inhabitants desire it and passionately 
resent their present plight bhall not be 
forcibly kept out.” 


THE RESOLUTION. 


The resolution to which Mr. O'Higgins 
refers was as follows :—‘ That we, the Nation- 
alists of Derry, Fermanagh, and Tyrone, 
bereby demand the immediate setting of 
the Boundary Commission; that the Boundary 
Commission find out by plebiscite the wishes 
of the inhabitants of the areas concerned, and 
give effect to those wishes as vided for in 
Article 12 of the Treaty; that failure to 
comply with eithet of these demands is a 
self-evident violation of the Treaty. That we 
protest against the .u ulous campaign of 
a section of the British Press in its attempt, 
to prevent, by intimidation, a just decision 
by the Glasa ‘Commission, and in its 
aitempt to misrepresent the in meaning of 
Article 12, which says: ‘The Commission 
shall determine in accordance jn Rg wishes,

TYRONE HIBERNIANS. 


PLEA FOR PACIFICATION AND 
NEGOTIATION. 


Speaking at a convention of the members of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians in the County 
Tyrone, which was held at Sixmilecross on 
Sunday, Mr. John Skeffington, who was 
elected President, said that one of ‘the 
Ministers of the Northern Government, Mr. 
Andrews, at Newry the other day, said that it 
was not a surgical operation that Ireland 
needed, but a rest cure, so that the agricul- 
tural and industrial interests might be de- 
veloped; and but a day or two ago one of 
the most important members of Dail Eireann, 
Mr. McCabe, called for the cessation of pres- 
sure and force, and for co-operation between 
North and South on the lines of human and 
Christian feeling. (Cheers.) 

No man who had the interests of Ulster or 
of any other part of Ireland at heart wanted 
continual religious strife in public life—a 
strife perpetuated by bigots and selfish polli- 
ticians for personal aggrandisement. It was 
not his business to interfere in the matter, 
but if any alteration of the boundary which 
would or might take place was confined to 
mere rectification, such rectification would 
bring about still more dissatisfaction than the 
boundary issue itself, and would merely con- 
stitute the perpetuation of religious warfare. 

He would like to know from those who were 
responsible for the boundary issue if, and 
when, Tyrone and Fermanagh passed into the 
Free State, what protection it was proposed to 
afford to their brothers and the other 
Catholics in the remaining four counties, If 
the Imperial Parliament were pledged to sup- 
port the Northern Government, the Northern 
Government would continue to function, even 
if it were left with four counties. 


ABSTENTION CONDEMNED. 


He did not wish to force his own opinions 
or convictions upon anyone, but merely gave 
expression to them, and. amongst other things, 
he believed that the policy of abstention now 
being carried out in respect of both the 
Northern Government and the public boards 
in the Six Counties was a grave mistake. A 
very large number of the Nationalist com- 
munity of Northern Ireland believe that Mr. 
Devlin and the members of Parliament who 
were elected in Northern Ireland should have 
taken their places in the Parliament of 


as far as it was in their power to do so, the 
imposition of penal legislation upon the 
Catholics of the Six Counties. 

For the sake of permanent peace, pros- 
perity and goodwill, he believed in settlement 
on the lines of reason, pacification and negotia- 
tion. In the opinion of himself and many of his 
friends, one of the best solutions of the pro- 
blem, particularly in Ulster, was one Parlia- 
ment for the nine counties of Ulster. (Cheers.) 
In fact, many of them thought that ultimate 
peace in the whole country might be secured 
by the establishment of four provincial Parlia- 
ments in Ireland, all subordinate to a supreme 
Government for the whole country. 

On the motion of Mr. H. K. M‘Aleer, 
seconded by Mr. M‘Conville, Omagh, a reso- 
lution was carried on behalf of 4,000 
Hibernians, protesting against their continued 
inclusion in Northern Ireland, and calling 
upon the British Government to speed up 
legislation for the immediate functioning of 
the Boundary Committee, so that they might 
sake their rightful place in the Irish Free 
ovate,

she has expressly agreed to. Since the 
arrival at Tetuan of the President of the 
Directory, a number of military operations 
have been initiated, and it is proposed to 
follow these by measures for the full re- 
establishment of the Maghzen. It is hoped 
that these measures will soon restore peace 
and tranquillity to the country. 


STRATEGICAL WITHDRAWALS. 
MADRID, Monday. 
The official communiqué, issued to-day, 
says that the Spanish positions at Cobba, 
Darsan, Jeraden, Tisgarm, fzurkan, Seidun 
and Lomaroja, on the Wad Lau, have b-en 
evacuated.

Chang Tso-lin, the Manchurian. War 
Lord, and Wu Pei-fu, his rival in Pekin, 
are massing their troops, but not, so far, 
with any genuine intention of fighting. 
They are merely demonstrating and 
counter-demonstrating at a distance of a 
hundred miles. Preparations are being 
made to defend Pekin, but there is no 
menace to the capital yet. 

In the minor war between Kiang-su and 
Che-kiang for the possession of the 
Shanghai area, there has been some very 
real fighting. The Kiang-su Army, the 
cause of which is supported by Wu Pei- 
fu, has not made the progress which it was 
expected to do. Heavy rains have im- 
peded the operations. Casualties have 
been heavy, and the hospitals at Soochow 
and Nanking in Kiang-su province are 
overflowing. Foreign institutions are 
helping both sides in caring for the 
wounded.

MAIN FORCES MOVING.

OPERATIONS CONFINED TO 


DEMONSTRATIONS. 
PEKIN, Monday. 

The atmosphere of North China is rapidly 
becoming warlike. Recruiting is proceeding 
in the streets of the capital, carts are being 
commandeered for transport, and the railway 
services are being disorganised by the move- 
ment of troops and supplies. | 

Information from Manchuria indicates that 
Chang Tso-lin is mobilising, and moving his 
forces to his main base at Chinchowfu and 
his flank position at Chaoyangfu. On this 
side Government troops are being moved for- 
ward to Shanhaikwan and Jehol. 

The massing of the opposing armies so far 
ia in the nature of demonstration and 
counter-demonstration at a respectful dis- 
tance of over a hundred miles. e Govern- 
ment forces, however, are on the Chih-li 
frontier at Shanhaikwan, while Chang Tso-lin 
apparently is standing far back from his 
own boundary. No official declarations have 
been made by either side, but the Govern- 
ment is preparing to resist if Chang attacks. 

While the situation looks bad, it is signifi- 
cant that none of the troops directly under 
the control of the two principal Chih-li com- 
manders, Wu Pei-fu and Feng Yu-hsiang, 
have been moved, which gc that im- 
mediate action on the part of Chang Tso-lin 
is not apprehended, and war is not yet re- 
garded as inevitable. 

Developments in the Yangtsze area are 
shrouded in the smoke made by rival pro- 

agandists, but it is clear that Che-kiang so 
Far is not vanquished, and that the results 
are disappointing to the Chih-li side. 
Kiang-su, however, is not re up to full 
strength, while the wet weather is impeding 
operations.—(7’he Times Correspondent.) 


MODERN EQUIPMENT. 
TIENTSIN, Monday. 


Marshal Wupei-fus troops continue to move 
from Pao-ting-fu towards Shan-hai kwan. 
They are fully equipped with artillery and 
aeroplanes, while a firm in Tientsin has re- 
ceived instructions to manufacture gas masks, 
Tt is reported from a reliable source that 
the railway has been cut on the Manchuria 
side of the Great Wall to prevent invasion 
by the Chih-li forces. It is believed that 
hostilities will commence at any momert, but 
reports that firing has taken place at Shan- 
hai-kwan are untrue. 


SOUTHERN AREA. 


HEAVY CASUALTIRS. 


SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

In despite of the rain, the Che-kiang force 
attacked to-day in the sector Kading-Anting 
of the Shanghai-Nanking Railway, the objec- 
tive being Quinsan. Some progress was made, 
but the state of the ground prevented the 
bringing up of artillery. The has force 
was reinforced and recovered the ground. 
West of the Taihu Lake the Kiang-su force 
has been reinforced and has prevented the 
Che-kiang force from capturing Ihing, as it 
expected to do. A heavy bombardment on 
both sides continues, and the position is un- 
changed. 

The casualties in this war are much heavier 
than is commonly the case in Chinese wars. 
Four days ago the Kiang-su Army admitted 
having a thousand killed in the eastern sector 
alone, and the hospitals at Soochow and 
Nanking are overflowing with wounded, Che- 
kiang does not publish the numbers of its 
casualties, but the Red Cross is very busy, 
and the hospitals are crowded. Some foreign 
institutions are helping both in taking in 
wounded and in supplying bandages and 
dressings. 

An apparently well-founded report states 
that troops from Hupeh are being sent up the 
Pekin-Hankow Railway, which shows Pekin’s 
fear of Chang Tso-lin, the Mukden ‘* War 
Lord,”’ the transport of whose army is now 
occupying all the resources of the Pekin- 
Mukden Railway. If the report of the move- 
ments of the Hupeh force is correct, there will 
be so much the less reinforcements for Kiang- 
su.—(7'he T'imes Correspondent. ) 

Monday. 


The weather has improved and warlike 
activity has been resumed at Hwangtu, 15 
miles from Shanghai, without, however, any 
change of the position. More Che-kiang troops 
have been sent to the front and it is a 
mystery whence they have been obtained. 
Correspondents speak highly of their quality. 
Fighting of considerable intensity continues 
west of the Taihu lake. Neither side appears 
to have any advantage, though Kiang-su 
claims to have sunk a. fleet of ammunition 
junks on the lake.—(7’he T'imes Correspon- 
dent per Press Association, Copyright.)

TRIPOLITAN FRONTIER. 


DEADLOCK BETWEEN ITALY 


AND EGYPT, 


CAIRO, Monday. 

The journal Balagh says that it was agreed 
between the Egyptian and Italian Govern- 
ments to postpone negotiations for the de- 
limitation of the Tripolitan frontier until the 
return of Zaghlul Pasha, and to delimit only 
a temporary frontier, in order to avoid fric- 
tion between the respective frontier guards. 
The Italian and Egyptian commanders on the 
frontier were charged with this task, but re- 
cently the Italian Government withdrew its 
commander, who, however, returned two days 
later, accompanied by a general and some 
Officers. The general produced official papers 
from his Government showing that he had 
been delegated to delimit the frontier, and 
he rejected what had been previously agre 
upon with the Italian commander, outlining 
a new delimitation, which included Sollum 
and Geghabub within the Tripolitan frontier. 
This the Egyptian Government rejected. 

The journal adds that the Italian Govern- 
ment endeavoured to force the Egyptian 
Government to deal with the question now, 
after previously agreei' “ to wait for Zaghlul’s 
return. It is stated tuat the Italian Govern- 
ment is reinforcing its troops at Benghazi.

ALEXANDRIA, Sunday. 

A veil enshrouds the Hejaz, and it seems 
impossible to find out exactly what is going 
on. The news that comes through is very 
scanty, often contradictory, and ey 
several days late. This is partly due. to lac 
of communication in the interior, and partly 
to the very strict censorship exercised by 
King Hussein. 

t the Wahabis captured ‘aif, or, at 
any rate, inflicted a severe defeat upon King 
Hussein’s forces, appears to true. Those 
knowing the country state that. the main 
body of the King’s Army was at Taif, and 
its defeat, therefore, must be a very serious 
matter for the Hejaz. 

The latest reports are to the effect that 
the Hashimite Government is actively re- 
cruiting men for the defence of Mecca, and | 
there is no indication that the Wahabis are 
as yet actually threatening that city, or even 
that they have moved further than Taif into 
the Hejaz, and it is quite possible that the 
Hashimite forces are holding their own, 

There has been a steady flow of refugees 
from Mecca to Jedda, but according to the 
latest reports this has now almost ceased. 
The first rush was ps gee: Ae to panic, 
caused by the news of the Wahabis’ incur- 
sion and the atrocities committed at ‘laif. 
There is considerable doubt, however, whether 
these atrocities are really authentic, and the 
cessation of the exodus from the capital 
would, in any case, appear to indicate either 
that the danger to Mecca is not so imminent 
or that there is no truth in the stories 
mu rT or possibly a combination of 

oth. 

His Majesty’s sloop Clematis has been 
ordered to Jedda from Port Sudan, and the 
Lgyptian Ministry of Wakfs has transferred 
its funds from Mecca to the British at Jedda. 

It is interesting to note that the Ministry 
of Wakfs has received a further telegram 
from its officials in Mecca, requesting permis- 
sion to repatriate their families, but in- 
timating their intention to remain themselves 
at their posts.—(Z'imes telegram.) 

CAIRO, Monday. 

It now. appears from King Hussein’s organ 
that the Emid Aly left for Taif at the end 
of August, apparently expecting a Wahabi 
attack. The object of his visit was to in- 
spect strategic points. A Hejaz notability 
in Alexandria has received a telegram indicat- 
ing that the Hashimite troops are preparing 
a counter-attack.—(Reuter. ) 

PARIS, Monday. 

Messages received here report that General 
Weygand, the High Commissioner for Syria, 
has given permission for British troops to cross 
French mandated territory, in order to pro- 
ceed to the assistance of King Hussein. 
Nothing, however, was known of this report 
at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs this even-

QUESTION OF USING BRITISH 


NAVY. 


GENEVA, Monday. 

The position in reference to the utilisation 
of the British Navy in the matter of sanctions 
has undergone no change since Sir Cecil 
Hurst’s important statement in Committee 
last Thursday, when he explained the diffi- 
culties of such utilisation from the legal point 
of view, pointing out that there were two 
schools of thought on the, question—namely, 
the Anglo-Saxon. school and the Continental 
school. The meaning of this is that if Great 
Britain was called upon to support penal 
Measures against any country, it might then 
come into conflict with other nations trading 
on the seas. Consequently, it was necessary 
to know exactly how the permanent Court of 
International Justice would deal with such a 
case, and upon this depended the participation 
of the British Navy. 

A Sub-Committee dealing with the drafting 
of a protocol on this subject, presided over 
by Dr. Benes, COzecho-Slovakia, met on 
Saturday, and entrusted Dr. Benes with the 
drawing up of the terms of the protocol. Dr. 
Benes worked all yesterday on the matter, 
and to-day he id several interviews with 
Lord Parmoor, ao that another meeting of 
the Sub-Committee which had been fixed for 
to-day has been adjourned. 

Despite certain statements which have 
appeared in the Press, no definite proposal 
‘on the part of the British about the 
utilisation of the British Navy has either 
been made or withdrawn. The whole subject 
is at present engaging the attention of Lord 
Parmoor and Dr. Benes, while several mem- 
bers of the French delegation also conferred 
with Lord Parmoor this morning. 

Lord Parmoor. received a number of 
journalists this evening, and said that he had 
every hope that what had been sketched out 
by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and M. Herriot, 
would be put into shape. He declined to say 
any more, as the matter would be discussed 
to-morrow in sub-committee, when he thought 
that the terms of the protocol, or resolution, 
would be finally agreed to. ; 

Questioned with regard to the lending of 
support by the British Navy to the League 
of Nations, Lord Parmoor said that British 
laws should govern the action of the Navy 
in the matter of Prize Courts and so forth, 
so that the position would remain exactly 
as it is to-day. 

The fact that no definite British proposal, 
regarding the utilisation of the British Navy, 
had either been made or withdrawn, was con- 
firmed by Lord Parmoor. 

Dealing with the substitution of the pre- 
sent. military control in Austria, Hungary, 
and Bulgaria, and eventually Germany, by the 
League of Nations on the basis of the British 
proposal, Lord Parmoor said that favourable 
progress had been made and a scheme had 
been worked out, but he declined to enter 
into details at present.—(Press Association's 
Special Correspondent.)

THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 


ATTITUDE OF LIBERALS. 


Interviewed yesterday by the Press Associa- 
tion’s Malvern Correspondent as to his 
attifude to the Russian Treaty, Lord Beau- 
champ said that both Mr. Asquith and Mr. 
Lloyd George had declared in favour of an 
agreement with Russia, without binding them- 
selves to the terms of the Treaty. He believed 
that all Liberals would welcome an agreement 
with the Russian people. 

“At Lancaster,”’ proceeded his lordship, 
“I criticised the terms of the Treaty and 1 
still adhere to those criticisms. They are in 
no way inconsistent with what I said at Nun- 
eaton. I am not prepared to say that Liberals 
would welcome the present Treaty, but that 
all Liberals would welcome a Russian Treaty 
that was generally acceptable. I repeated my 
opinion at Nuneaton, which Í gave at 
Lancaster, that, this particular Treaty 
effected very little. I do not see any reason 
to suppose that there is any great difference 
of opinion amongst Liberals on these general 
principles.’’

AN AGREED SETTLEMENT 
URGED.

The Times, in a leading article upon the 
important communication issued by the party 
of Conservative, Liberal and Labour members 
of the Imperial Parliament which has been 
investigating the Irish boundary question on 
the spot, observes:—With the end of the 
tour and the return of the party to Great 
Britain, the members of the three parties 
find themselves in the happy position—ve 
unusual in the discussion of an acute Iris 
uestion—of being in complete agreement. 
Starting out with the preoccupations and 
prejudices inherent in the politics of West- 
minster, these men were able in the end to 
find common ground on which to face the 
opposing elements, whose claims they had 
been investigating. They came unanimously 
to certain practical conclusions, of which the 
first in some respects is most encouraging. 
‘Feeling in Ireland,” they say, ' except 
among a few extremists, is strongly in 
favour of a settlement.”’ It is strange that 
this should seem to strike a new note in 
the long drawn-out Irish controversy, and 
there are some in Great Britain who, after 
bitter experience, may doubt whether it can 
be accepted without more serious qualifica- 
tion than its authors have made. The 
essential point, however, is that this is a 
first-hand statement made by responsible 
ublic men after the most careful inquiry. 
With feeling in Ireland, as they believe, 
strongly in favour of a settlement, the British 
members boldly agree in recommending an 
immediate advance. They urge that “ a satis- 
factory settlement can best be arrived at by 
direct mutual agreement between the parties 
in Ireland.” Going a step further, they 
suggest that, “if the negotiations are to 
have the best chances of success, they should 
be entered into before any Boundary Com- 
mission is set up by the Government of Great 
Britain.” They, therefore, urge that ‘a 
meeting between representatives of Ulster and 
the Free State should take place at the 
earliest possible moment.” thoil 

On the face of it, there is nothing in these 
recommendations, as simple as they . are 
sincere, to which either oí the disputants in 
Ireland can take exception. The British 
visitors tell us that they have framed their 
suggestions “ not in the interest of Ulster 
alone or of the Free State alone, but in the 
interest of the future’ peace, happiness and 
prosperity of the whole of Ireland.” That 
too is the spirit in which Englishmen of all 
shades of political thought approach the cul- 
minating point of a struggle, in which for so 
long they have been compelled, often sorely 
against their will, to play a part. — Great 
Britain will not shrink from its plain duty 
of honouring its bond to Northern Ireland and 
the Free State alike, but it would welcome a 
truly Irish settlement above all others. 
There is much to be said for the proposal 
that representatives of Northern Ireland and 
the Free State should make a final ttempt to 
solve their boundary range face to face. 
If they succeeded in making a completg settle- 
ment, Ireland would at once enter into a new 
era of hope and even of faith. But, even if 
such a meeting did not remove the last 
obstacle to the peaceful co-operation of North 
and South, it must give the two sides such an 
insight into the final phase of the problem as 
would be of inestimable value, if, in the last 
resort, the Boundary Commission was called 
upon to exercise its functions. 

No serious observer in Great Britain would 
seek to minimise the special difficulties, either 
of Sir James Craig or of Mr Cosgrave. But 
the time for a decision is so short, and the 
issue for the whole of Ireland, as well as for 
Great Britain, is so vital, that a special 
responsibility rests upon the chosen leaders of 
Northern and Southern Ireland. It is not to 
be doubted that they will reflect earnestly on 
the possibility that still exists of a settle- 
ment by consent, before either side, by action 
or inaction, invokes the machinery of the 
Boundary Commission. An agreed settlement 
must be a thousand times more beneficial to 
Ireland than the fairest judgment of the most 
impartial commission ever constituted.

The Free State Minister for Fisheries 
has made a tour of the sea-fishing centres 
of the country to examine the possibilities 
of developing the industry. He found that 
preparations for the autumn season were 
being made, but that in some distri.ts 
there was lack of energy. 
Many fishermen were handicapped by 
want of funds, due to bad seasons. They 
are in arrears with repayments of loans 
made by the Government in previous 
years, and are in debt to local merchants. 
Further loans must be made to enable the 
owners of larger boats to equip their craft. 
The £5,000 available for loans this year 
is almost exhausted; a further £10,000 
is required. 

The fishing grounds should have more 
adequate protection from steam trawlers 
and foreign poachers. At least two fast 
weatherly’’ cruisers are required. 

The Minister concludes by warning the 
owners of the large power-driven boats 
that they cannot hope to make a financial 
success of their undertakings unless they 
follow the shoals out to sea.

OFFICIAL REPORT. - 


FIRST-HAND INVESTIGATION, 


The following official statement has beem

The recent tour of inspection by the 
Minister for Fisheries of the prineipal fishing 
stations of the Saorstat has brought the 


the fishermen, the curers,.and others con- 
cerned with the industry. 
opportunity of studying the conditions at. 
each port, the harbour facilities, curing and 
marketing arrangements, and of examining 
the possibilities of development of the in- 
dustry. 

The ports visited included all the important 

fishing centres in Waterford, Cork, Kerry, 
Galway, Mayo, and Donegal. 
In Waterford inshore fishing only is at 
Dunmore East, 
which is an important herring fishing centre 
in winter and early summer, was busy pre- 
paring for the coming season. The kippering 
industry at Dunmore is important, and the 
smoking houses are being extended to meet 
the growing dgmand for Dunmore kippers. 
At Baltimore, in West Cork, preparations for 
the autumn herring and mackerel fishing were 
not very forward, and the Minister observed 
a want of proper attention among the fisher- 
men, both at Baltimore and Cape Clear, to 
their boats. The marketing facilities at 
Baltimore are excellent, but the chief difficulty 
there, it was gathered, is the lack of energetic 
buyers and curers. 

At Castletownbere the landing of salt and 
barrels for the autumn mackerel fishing was 
actively going on, and fishing at the outlying 
stations in Bantry and Dunmanus Bays was 
In progress. Sirvilar activity was observed 
at Kinsale. 
which are very important curin 
centres, everything was foun 
for handling a big catch of mackerel this 
autumn, and the curers are looking forward 
to a satisfactory season. 


CREDIT EXHAUSTED. 


In Dingle, which has always been an im- 
portant port for large sailing trawlers and 
drift-net boats, the fishermen are in sore need 
of gear, and are unable to meet the cost of 
fitting out their boats owing to the successive 
bad seasons having exhausted their credit, 
while the arrears on their loans advanced 
by the State have mounted up during the 
past four years. 

The Arran Island fishermen were busily 
engaged in their canoes, fishing for mackerel, 
and curing operations there are being 
carried on by a. Norwegian company ~--with 
local labour, and under the direct manage- 
ment of local curers. 

The large boat owners at Arran are suffer- 
ing from the same causes as those which 
have operated adversely upon the Dingle 
fishermen, and little sign of preparation of 
these boats for the autumn fishing was 
observed. 

The Claddagh and Galway town fisheries 
were found to be roceeding with fairly 
satisfactory results. These fisheries are con- 
fined to trawling and drift-netting in Galway 
Bay. In Connemara, Carna and Roundstone 
showed unsatisfactory want of activity. Boat- 
owners complained of difficulty of getting 
crews for the large boats. At Cleggan and 
Inishboffin fishing for mackerel in small boats 
was 1n progress, and some fine cured mackerel 
was inspected at the latter station.

QUESTION RAISED AT CORK. 


At a meeting of the Committee of Manage- 
ment of the Cork Mental Hospital yesterday, 
Mr. P. Murphy presiding, the question of a 
public dance, which was held in the hospital 
on last Saturday night, was raised. 

The matter came up on the minutes of a 
special meeting held on the 11th inst., which 
contained the following :—‘‘ The meeting was 
called im accordance with rule ó of the 
rules and regulations of the Committee of 
Management, to consider an application from 
the Cumann na mBan, Cork, for the use 
of the ballroom for a dance on the night of 
Saturday, September 13th-14th.. _ Councillor 
Good opposed thé application on the grounds 
that it interfered’ with the comfort of the 
patients, and that it was not a suitable place | 
to bring outaiders." Having.appealed to the 
Resident Medical. Superintendent, the latter 
explained that the medical staff, as a whole, 
were Opposed to dances being held by outside 
organisations. It was then proposed that the 
application be acceded to, which was agreed 
to, with the exception of Councillor Good, 
who left the boardroom as a protest, and said 
that he would communicate with the Local 
Government Department on the matter. It 
was decided that dancing be not continued 
after 3 a.m., and that no vehicles be allowed 
inside the front entrance while the dance was 
in progress. ' : 

Mr. Good said that, this was a serious 
matter, and asked did the dance finish, at 
three o'clock, and was there an official report.

At the commencement of the proceedings, 
the Chairman took the view of the members 
aa to whether the representatives of the Press 
should be allowed to be present. He himself, 
he said. had no objection. 

The Committee agreed to have representa- 
tives of the Press present, but decided that 
the clerks. should be excluded. 

A SERIOUS MATTER. 

The Chairman asked the members to give 
very close attention to the matter before 
them, which was a very serious one. None of 
them, he said; wanted trouble, principally on 
account. of the poor patients. They did not 
want a strike, and he thought that they 
ought to go very far to avoid a strike; but as 
a Committee of Managemertt they must 
manage, and he suggested that they should 
manage, and allow nobody else to interfere 
with the institution. If they did not do so 
ciscipline would be gone and the Committee 
woild be gone, with the result that the poor 
mafients must suffer. Discipline had been 
badly shaken in that institution, It was a 
very serious thing to leave 1,500 patients 
with eight attendants. He had, of course, 
heard reasons for the strike. The first was 
that a gatekeeper was appointed who was not 
an attendant, and the attendants claimed that 
the senior member should be appointed. The 
cther reasons were that the Committee had 
advertised for cooks, laundry maids, etc., 
and the Union claimed that members of their 
body should be appointed; that the Com- 
mittee ordered that the old uniforms should 
bo returned to the store, and the attendants 
refused to do this, claiming the old uniforms 
as their property; and that the Committee 
refused to receive deputations from the at- 
tendants and members of the Union, and 
ignored the Union correspondence. 

These were the four reasons, and he sug- 
gested that the Committee should allow to 
appear before them a deputation from the at- 
tendants to give their reasons [or the strike, 
and that he (the Chairman) should be 
allowed to examine them, but they would 
have no speeches. He asked if the Com- 
mittee was satisfied with that course. 
(Voices—‘* Yes.’’) He would ask Dr. Mills 
‘Resident Medical Superintendent) if he stood 
by the report that he had made, and he 
would also ask the members of the deputa- 
tion if they disputed it. They would not 
discuss the report that day, but they would 
discuss it some other time. 

Dr. Mills said that he stood by his report,

referred to had been put up. When a para- 
graph from the report was read, to the effect 
that those who were unwilling to go out on 
strike were ill-used and intimidated into 
going out, no denial of its accuracy was made, 
but the deputation, on behalf of the attend- 
ants, disclaimed any liability for the cutting 
of the telephone wires. hey also denied 
that a patient had been dragged from the 
new building to the old, and said that the 
patient had been transferred ‘by orders. The 
gate porter was not intimidated. ‘he report 
which had just been read differed from the 
report which appeared in the newspapers, and 
it was the report in the newspapers that 
the deputation had been acting on. 

Dr. Mills said that he had named four 
attendants who came on for duty. One name 
had been left out; otherwise his report. was 
absolutely.correct. That was a bagatelle. 

Mr. O'Connor denied that there had been 
any cruelty to the patients. 

The Chairman, taking up the objections of 
the attendants, asked what right they had to 
object to the appointment of, the gatekeeper. 

r, O'Connor said that the attendants 
claimed the right to put their views before 
the Committee, and if the Committee did 
not hear them the attendants had the right to 
take any action in accordance with trade 
union rules. They had a right to name a 
man. 

Chairman—And insist on his appointment? 

Mr. O’Connor—Y es. 

Chairman—May I ask the ground of your 
claim? . 

Mr. O'Connor replied that it was the 
custom in the asylum that a charge attendant 
should be put into the position. The claim 
in connection with cooks and laundrymaids 
was also grounded on custom. The claim to 
the unifofms was based on the contention that 
they were the property of those to whom 
they were given, that they were .part of 
their salary—paid in kind; that they had 
never been asked for before; and that it was 
the custom in that and other asylums that 
they should be retained. 

Chairmhan—Have not you as much right to 
claim your bedclothes? 

Mr. O’Connor—Yes, with this difference— 
that a man does not go round the street in 
his bédclothes. 

Chairman—He does not go to bed in his 
uniform, You have just as much claim, 
according to your argument, to the bedclothes. 

Mr. O'Connor replied that a single man 
got a room and the use of bedclothes, but a 
uniform was made specially for him and he 
has never been asked to give it back. 


ACTS OF CRUELTY DENIED. 

In regard to the attitude of the Committee 
towards deputations, Mr. O’Connor said that 
they had rather a big grievance, arid he gave 
particulars of instances where the Committee 
had refused to receive deputatidns from the 
union. He stated further that the staff had 
beeen more or less branded as criminals, 
having no sympathy or -will whatever 
for the unfortunate patients there, and he 
would like to say that, so far as he and the 
union were concerned, they felt as much for 
the patients as anybody else did. It was 
only when évery effort failed, and when their 
letters were turned down, that the attendants 
took action. They denied that they ever did 
any act of cruelty to any patient, or that 
they left them without a staff, and if any 
blame was to be apportioned there were more 
parties than members of the staff to be 
blamed. 

The Chairman asked what notice was given 
of the strike. 

Mr. O’Connor said that, after the Board 
meeting in August, the Resident Medical 
Superintendent was informed that, if the gate- 
keeper objected to was put on duty, the staff 
would not work with him. They were sorry 
to see the patients ‘unprotected, but he did 
oo age to _— an admission that he was 
guilty of anything. 

Chairman—Do pA regret the strike? 

Mr. O’Connor—I will give you an answer, 
but I will have to qualify it. We regret the

The fact that for the first 
time for several weeks the output of crude 
oil in America shows a decrease failed to 
influence the market. The American Petro- 
leum Institute estimates that the daily 
average gross crude oil production in the 
United States for the week ending August 
30 was 2,030,700 barrels, as compared with 
2,037,700 barrels for the eae week. 
Compared with the corresponding week of 
1923, a reduction of 231,100 barrels is shown 
in the daily output. An increase of 1,500 
barrels to 615,200 barrels daily in California 
came entirely from the Los Angeles fields. 
The output from the Powell field rose 600 
barrels to 79,000 barrels per day. Fluctua- 
tions among the leaders were of minor im- 
portance. Shells opened easier, and although 
they rallied slightly, they fell back again 
towards the close, and finally showed a 
small Joss.

There 
can be no question that the presents situation, 
both as to the commodity and the shares, is 
favourable, though it should be remembered that 
the scarcity of leading shares is an artificial 
stimulus to upward price movements.
